the general indifference of the public, and 
the ridicule und abuse with which certain 
reviewers had received his poems, were 
among the causes which contributed to 
tne poct's misery.’ Undoubtedly’ these 
harassmeats hastencd ‘Keats’ death, bat 
the. disease was there before they came. 
Keats’ mother died of consumption, and 
au dil his younger brother, and the first 
symptoms of the discase appeared ~in 
isis: but Shelley appears to, have: be- 
lieved that it was the brutal ankindness 
of the review of '' Eqdymion "’ which ap- 
peared in the " Quarterly Review "? which 
induced the disease which killed Keats, 
Keats was, us o fact, ‘attacked in two 
periodicals—-"" The Quarterly Review,’ 
and‘ Blackwood’s Magazine” . Shelley 
‘seems to have known about the “ Quar- 
terly Review’ attack only ; dt any rate he 
never refers to the ' Blackwood's Maugu- 
zine /-nttack. The ‘* Blackwood’s Magi~ 
zine” attack was taunting and insulting, 
while’the attack ‘made by’ the ‘“ Quarterly, 
Review ” was sneering and supercilious. 
The attack madein “ Blackwood’s Maga- 
zine ’’ seems to haye annoyed Keats most, 
thouzh possihly the sneers of the ‘‘ Quar- 
terly Review " were more damaging to 
his literary reputation. ; 

, It is interesting to find, that as recently 
as 1890, Mr. Augustive Birrell, in ‘one of 
his. ininitalle ‘essnys, had a sly dig at 
the ‘' Quarterly Review.” ‘ 
of Mr, Birrell’s essay, whichis ‘entitled 
the ‘Quarterly Review and Literature ”” 
was an articls which had appeared in that 
periodical entitled “Penny Fiction”! 
‘The article Jamented—t the Quarterly 
Review ’ is always lamenting, ‘Mr. Bir- 
rell groaas,—in hig heart of bearts she is 
still the same creature ‘as he or she who 
reviewed 'JJane Eyre in the December 
number, LM9. “He still regrets» the 
levelling spirit of the ‘age, still abhors 
equality, still believes in boba, ard curt- 
seys, and in the divine right of the upper 
classes to be reverenced by the lower.

The “grounds on which 
one car fairly ohject to the criticism, are 
that its-toue is-purposely ill-natured, “ Its 
recognition of merits out of ‘all propor- 
tion to its censure of defects; also that 
it shows prejudice, in that it disparages 
Keats not so much for his poetical errdrs, 
ns because he was a friend of Leigh Hunt, 
the literary and_ political antagonist of 
the “ Quarterly Review.” The Editor of 
the: Review, whase name was Gifford, 
‘was long regarded as the author of the 
review, but it.is now known that it, was 
written by a man called Croker. E 

Shelley appears to have fitst met, Keats 
if February, 1817, but Keats did not take 
so kindly: to Shelley, as Shelley did to 
Keats. “Keats was sensitive on the score 
of his origin..-In 1818, we hear of Keats 
pecusing Shelley and Leigh Hunt of a 
wish to see him undervalued. When 
Shelley and this second wife settled. in 
Great Mariow in- 1817, it seems that ‘he 
usked Keats to become a member of the 
houschold. In 1890, Shelley, hearing. of 
Kent's iiness, wrote and invited him. to 
come and live with'him in Italy. as his 
guest. Shelley also wrote, to the editor 
of the.‘ Quarterly Review” a letter’ of 
protest against the article that attacked 
Keats; but this letter, like so” many of 
Shelley's was; never. sent. Writing “to 
Thomas Love . Peacock. in’ 1820, Shelley 
says, with reference to Keats’ last volume 
of poems, that it was insignificant enough 
except.for “Hyperion.” ,. Writing. to Mre. 
Leigh Hunt, the same month, he says that 
‘* Hyperion 2 promises for Keats that he 
ds.destined to become one of the finest 
writers, of hia ‘age, but, that his’ other 
things are-imperfact enough... . 
what. is. worse, - written. 1 id 
sort of:style whichis. becoming fashion- 
able ‘among those who fancy that they 
are imitating ;Huot and.
